Fm Elore we come to the uſe of the 
Tables, the Reader is defired 
to take notice that the top, 
the bottome, and the (ides 
of chis Map are divided into 
certain black & white parts; 
ten ef which parts on the 
top, or on the Dotrome make a degree in lon- 
eitude, and {ix of the parts on either fide make 
a degree 1n latitude; which degrees are hgn- 
red as well on the top as on the bottcme , te 
ſhew the longitude, and they are hgured on ct» 
ther ſide, toſhew the latitude.
